Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—[{Special.]— 
As a result of the treaty signed in Havana, 
of which official notice was cabled to the 
state department today, the United States 


secures control of two permanent Aaval sta-| 


tions in the island of Cuba, one on the north 
coast, fifty-five miles west of Havana, and 
the other on the south coast, forty miles 
east of Santiago. 

The importance of these two naval stations 
in guaranteeing the peace of Cuba and fur- 
nishing a base of operations fot the West 
Indies can scarcely be overestimated. 


Under the terms of the treaty signed by | 


Minister Squiers the republic of Cuba cedes 
to the United States the right of jurisdiction 
for a permanently equipped naval station 
on the beautiful sheet of water known as 
Bahia Honda On the north coast of the 
province of Pinar del Rio and also at Guan- 
tanamo bay, the finest harbor in Cuba within 
easy distance of Santiago, and the place 
where the first landing in force was made 
by the marines under Lieut. Huntington 
while Schley was blockading Santiago. 

A glance at the map of the West Indies 
would show the immense importance of these 


| two naval stations, and particularly that at 


Guantanamo bay. It is in easy reaching 
distance of the windward passage, the nat- 
ural highway of the North Atlantic to the 
Caribbean sea. It is the natural base of opera- 
tions against either Venezuela and the north 
coast ef South America, the canal at the 
isthmus of Panama, or our own gulf coast. 


Rear Admiral Coghlan, in command of the + 


squadron in the West Indies, has been in- 
structed to sail at once for Guantanamo. 

The treaty will be here in a few days and 
will immediately be ratified by the senate, 
so that Rear Admiral Coghlan, who achieved 
fame by his song of ‘‘ Hoch der Kaiser,’’ will 
be the first to establish a United States naval 


|pase in the West Indies and thus further ag- 


gravate the German war lord. 
* 
* * 


During all the siege of Santiago, Guanta- 


namo bay was held by the United States and 
was used as a rendezvous, repair station, 
and base of supplies. The harbor is a beau- 
tiful sheet of water about sevenmniles across 
and quite deep, the largest vessels afloat be- 
ing able to range up close to the shore. It 
really has two harbors, one inside the other, 
and is adapted admirably to the building of 
dry uocks and coaling stations, with repair 


| shops and similar provisions for equipping a 


large fleet of ships of all classes. 

The harbor can readily be defended and 
ahaough it is not completely land locked, 
like those at Santiago and at Cienfuegos, it 
affords safety during the worst gales. 

The province of Santiago de Cuba fills up 
the entire west end of theisland. It is full of 
mountains, much the highest in Cuba, and 
there are iron mines of unknown capacity 
between Guantanamo and Santiago. The 
province includes most of the coffee planta- 
tions of Cuba and is believed to be particu- 


| Jarly rich in mineral wealth. 


The naval station on the north shore is at 
Bahia Honda, an excellent harbor, which is 
five miles Jong and three miles wide. It isthe 
most western of the first class harbors in 
Cuba and readily can be defended from any 
possible attack by sea. It is flanked and 
backed by high hills and an attacking force 
which managed to get by the fort at the 


entrance would only be trapped and annihil- 


ated. 


The province of Pinar del Rio includes the 


best tobacco district of Cuba, and Bahia 
Honda is a natural stragetic point either for 
the protection of or an attack upon Havana. 

At the time when the plans were made for 
an invasion of Cuba, the military and naval 
experts reported that this harbor was prac- 
tically impregnable, even when defended only 
old fashioned guns. 

By means of these two naval stations the 
United States undoubtedly will be able to 
command both the north and south coasts 
of Cuba, and as the stations are located one 
at the extreme west and the other at the 
extreme east, they together will command 
the 
Florida and the windward passage off Cape 
May. These two form the ordinary avenues 
from the north and east to the gulf and the 


Caribbean sea.

George B. Cortelyou’s nomination as sec- 
retary of commerce was transmitted to the 
senate this afternoon by the president and 
was confirmed shortly after it was received 
by that body. 

It is customary for the senate to confirm 
members of the president’s cabinet at once, 
but its action today also was complimentary 
to the new cabinet officer, who is one of the 
most popular men in Washington. :

Mr. Loeb was private secretary to 
Mr. Roosevelt when the latter was governor 
of New York, and came t6 Washington after 
the president took the oath of office.

DRIVER KILLS MERCHANT. 


SAMUEL GATES DIES. ynom BLOW 
STRUCK BY THAMSTER. 


Slayer, an Employe of Scully Company, 
Accuses Victim of Being a Nonunion 
Man and Kadécks Him Down in 


Freight Warehouse of the St. Paul |. 


Road—Police Have a Description of 
the Assailant and His Capture is 


Samuel Gates, the South Water street com- 


| mission merchant who was assaulted last 
| Thursday afternoon by a teamster, who 


abused Gates as a nonunion driver, died at 
his residence, 111 Henoré street, yesterday 
afternoon. The driver was from the Scully 
steel and iron works, 63 North Halsted 
street. Detectives from the Desplaines street 
station have a description of him from wit- 
nesses of the attack, ee 
yet known. 

The assault at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Gates was driving a wagon owned 
by the Peter Fox Sons company, 214 South 
Water street, to the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul freight house for some cases of eggs. 
When he was near Green and Fulton streets 
a teamster called to him to drive his team to 
the side of the street. 

“ Get out of the way,” called the teamster. 
~ You have no business about here, any- 
how 

Knocked Down by Unknown Driver.. 

Gates declined to obey the order. When the 
two wagons reached the freight house Gates 
backed his wagon to the door and prepared 
to load the cases of eggs. The teamster 
climbed down from his seat and demanded to’ 
know by what right Gates was driving Fox's 
wagon, 

“I don’t want to have any trouble with 

you,”’ Gates replied. “I have part of Fox’s 
Pon room and I have been hauling for both 
of us.”’ 

The explanation that Gates made only 
seemed to anger the man. 

“Well, I am going to hand you a poke 
anyhow. Take that,” he said, at the same 
oh striking Gates a heavy blow below the 
c 

Gates fell backward, his head striking the 
cement paving. The force of the blow to- 
gether with the fall on the pavement caused 
Gates to lose consciousness. Joseph Bell 
and Adam Lemke, two truckmen in the em- 
ploy of the railroad, who saw the blow 
struck, ran to Gates and carried him into the 
office. J. J. Fox of the Fox company was 
notified by telephone and went at once to the 
freight house. There he found Gates still 
unconscious. He called a carriage and Gates 
was removed to his home and physicians 


called. 
Gates Rallies at First. _ 

Gates seemed to rally for a day or two, and 
on Sunday informed his partner in business, 
T. Borchers, that he felt much better and 
would soon be at the office. 

“There is no use pushing this investiga- 
tion now,” he told Mr. Borchers. I would 
know the man, and I will be down by 
Wednesday at the farthest. I will pick him 
out and have him arrested. Hi had a red- 
dish face and a sandy mustache, I think he 
was about six feet tall.” | 

Sunday night Gates lest consciousness, and 
at noon yesterday it was reported to the 


South Water street office that he was dead. -- 


Mr. Fox and Mr. Borchers at once went to 
the Gates home. They found that he was 
still alive. Death occurred, however, at 2 
o'clock. 

The Scully Steel company on Thursday had 
twenty-four teamsters employed. Detec- 
tives Dodd and Traston of the Desplaines 
street station, with Mr. Fox, made a tour of 
the depots in an unsuccessful search for the 
teamster who drove away svon after the as- 
sault was committed. 


In the Business Fifteen Years. 


Mr. Gates is survived by a widow. Mrs. 
Gates’ first husband was killed by a blow on 
the head twenty-one years ago. He was 
struck with a club by a woman. Mr. Gates 
had been in business on South Water street 
for fifteen years, the firm being known as 
the Gates & Anderson Commission company. 
Mr. Anderson left the firm three years ago, 
disposing of his interest to Mr. Borchers. 
They occupied the rooms and offices at 214 
and 216 South Water street with the Fox 
company. Mr. Gates was born in Berlin, 
Germany, forty-five years ago. 

“Mr. Gates’ death is the work of an as- 
sassip,”” said Mr. Fox. ‘‘He had brought 
some’ of his own goods from the depot to 
the store and then offered to bring over sev- 
eral cases of eggs that we needed that be- 
longed to us. And just because he was nota 
member of a union organization he was in- 
sulted and afterwards beaten by a big ruffian. 
I believe that this man, or assassin as I 
should call him, will be caught unless the 
union gets him out of the city. Affairs have 
come to such a point in this city that a man 
cannot do his own work. The whole city is 
getting tied up. It is disgraceful. And these 
men with buttons on their caps or coats have 
the idea that any one who does not wear such 
an emblem can be assaulted with impunity. 

‘‘Gates was not a man who was seeking 
trouble. He had not offered to haul anything 
for amy onc else, It wasa part of our private 
business. While the consignment of eggs was 
not for hi:a nor his firm, still he was doing it 
as a personal favor for me, having used our 
wagon for his hauling. I hope that his as- 
sailant may be caught.”’ | 


Shock to Mr. Gates’ Partner. | 
“The announcement of Mr. Gates’ death 
is a shock to me,” said Mr. Borchers. “I 
was with him Sunday afternoon, and he 
said then that he would be down during the 
week. He thought that by Wednesday he 
would be well again. He told me that he 
had a severe pain in the back of his head. 
But I was not prepared to hear that he was 
dead. I did not think his injuries were so 
serious. 

* Gates told me that he would be able to 
identify the teamster who assaulted him 
and also said that there was no need to hurry 
the investigation by the police. He described 
the man, and there were also two witnesses to 
the assault. + do not believe that he can 
escape.”

Rousing Welcome for Dar- 
row, John Mitchell, and 
Henry D. Lloyd in 
the Auditorium. 


SHUT OUT ALL POLITICS. 


Over 4,000 People Cheer ‘Advo- 
_ cates of Miners’ Cause and 
Them as Toil- | 
ers’ Friends, 


Organized labor of Chicago last night paid 
its tribute to the leader of the anthracite 
coal miners and to the men who fought their 
battles before the arbitration board—to John 
Mitchell, Clarence.8. Darrow, and Henry 
D. Lioyd. 

For Mr. the 4,500 members and 
friends of trades unions who thronged the 
Auditorium from stage to galleries were 
eager to launch a mayoralty boom. Buta 
bar was put on the introduction of politics, 
and the demonstration had for its theme 
the miners’ strike, its outcome, and the | 
cause of labor organization in general. 


Mr. Darrow gave no hint of his attitude 


toward the mayoralty, gave no answer to 
the scattered gries of ‘“‘ Our next Mayor,’” 
which punctuated the storm of cheering 
that received him, clung solely to a dis- 
cussion of the miners’ cause, and closed his 
address with a peroration looking to social- 
ism some day to level. the classes of rich and 
poor and remove. the strike troubles of the 
world. 
Mitchell Pleads for Arbitration. 

John Mitchell, when his voice could be 
heard above the bombardment of applause 
which greeted him, spoke in great part of 
trade unionism, its principles, and its aims. 
He argued for a unionism without violence, 
without violations of the law in strike ex- 
tremities. He pleaded for arbitration as the 
factor which will do much to. eliminate the 
conflict which is waging between capital 
and labor. 

There was no political bias to the meeting. 
The men who aided in pettling the strike 


which had strangled the coal supply of the, 
country, who had sought to ram out the 


dividing line between the opposifig forces, 
were given praise regardless of political be- 
liefs. 

To President Roosevelt was paid the 
tribute of having been the one man who 
opened the way for public sentiment to en- 
force its demand for arbitration. The state- 
ment was made by Mr. Lloyd, and the ap- | 
plause of the audience attested the sincerity 
of its approval of this sentiment. 


Chairman Bars Politics. . 
Bowmhakers and Sawyers’. union, picked up 
the gavel as permanent chairman, he said: 

‘‘This is not a political meeting,” he as- 
serted, ‘‘ but wholly a labor demonstration in 
honor of those who have aided us. Nothing 
will be tolerated by the chairman that does 
not apply to the interests either of our fellow 
men in the coal mining districts or to the la- 
bor movement in general.” 


Darrow States Strike’s Lessons. 

Mr. Darrow asserted that the coal strike 
should teach the people of the United States 
one thing—that a few individuals should not 
be allowed to control the anthracite sup- 
ply of the world. He contended that pub- 
lic sentiment should awaken to its rights 
and its needs, and continued as follows: 

“We are here tonight to congratulate Mr. 
Mitchell, his associate, and ourselves on this 
great struggle, the greatest industrial strug- 
gie the world has ever known. One hundred 
and forty-seven thousand men, making up a 
population of 750,000 people, and with those 
indirectly dependent on them a population 


of more than a million—these men, without } 


a dollar in the world, looked starvation 
squarely in the face and entered on the 
greatest conflict which industry has ever 
seen and have won. 

‘‘ They won, not by their own strength, for 
they were weak and poor. If they had been 
unaided by their fellow workingmen and 
their fellow men throughout the United 
States that whole valley would have been 
turned into a howling wilderness within 
thirty days. 

Scores Greed of Operators. 

“We found on the other side this small 
band of wealthy operators, a small band 
of men who, in some mysterious way, had 
managed to take possession of all the coal 
which the Lord, in his wisdom, had stored 
up in the earth for the use of man. These 
people were willing to reduce all this mass 
of their fellow men to starvation and want, 
and to send a great country into the winter 
without fuel, that they might still be the 
masters of the industrial world. 

‘‘When Mr. Mitchell came to Pennsyl- 
vania, and in a few months cemented into 
one great union 140,000 men, those men who 
believed that the Almighty had placed this 
business and these people in their charge, 
looked on with amazement and wonder, and 
determined that these miners should still be 
slaves. 

.“This great contest was waged on the 
side of the operators and on the side of the 
workingmen ‘for the principle of organiza- 
tion—for the right of the workingman to 
make his own contract on equal terms with 
the man whom he served, and in the contest 
just closed we have been trying the case 
between the employer and the workingmen. 


Public Needs Awakening. 

“The public has not yet been considered. 
The public never is considered, and hardly 
deserves consideration. They let other men 
do their thinking. 

“The great public sits still while seven or 
eight railroad companies deliberately take 
possession of all the anthracite coal which 
nature has placed in the bosom of the earth. 
They sit quiet while these seven or eight 
railroad companies are organized into one 
head and pass under one management. They 
raisé no murmur while railroad company 
after railroad company is consolidated into 
one, until a single person downin Wall street 
may not only fix the price of every pound of 
coal we burn, but determine absolutely 
whether we shall freeze. 


Mine Ownership the Problem. | 

“Tt would seem as if a great strike like 
this ought to teach an important lesson to 
every one who has the intelligence to under- 
stand. This country narrowly escaped the 
greatest possible calamity. When great 
cities like New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
and Boston could see their thousands of peo- 


' ple about to freeze, it ought to teach them 
the lesson that those who live on the earth 


have some rights.

‘The 
priest expressed a decided aversion to Kunz, 
and when he declared that a determined ef- 
fort would be made to defeat the man se- 
lected by Kunz the latter flew into a rage. 

After announcing he would,force the nom- 
ination and electioh of any man chosen by 
him he is said to have shouted that he would 
** drive meddling priests out of the district.’’ 

As the priest arose to remonstrate he was 
struck heavily on the chest, Kunz again | 
rushed toward him, brushing aside the pro- 
prietor of the store, who sought to inter- 
cept him, and struck his victim a second 
time. 

When Kunz followed up the attack he was 
seized by the proprietor, his brother, John 
Bardonski, and John Rusykiewicz, custodian 
of the Milwaukee State bank, who held him 
while the Rev. Mr. Kruszynski was assisted 
through a rear door. 

The victim is a man of frail physique, while 
his assailant weighs more than 200 pounds. 
While not seriously injured, the priest was 
unable to leave his room yesterday. Although 
he opposed any action in the matter, scores 
of church members and students in the po 
| lege lodged protests with the clergy. 

| May Expel Kunz froni Church. 

The conferences were presided over by the 
Rev. Francis Gordon, pastor of St. Mary of 
Angels church, and the Rey.

TWO MEN FATALLY INJURED 
IN CRASH AT POLO GAME. 


One Thousand Spectators Thrown Into 
Panic by Collapse of Seats at Racine— 
Many Persons Suffer Severe Hurts. 


Racine, Wis., Feb. 16.—[(Special.]—Many 
persons were injured, two it is believed fa- 
tally, during a panic among the 1,000 specta- 
tors at the Lakeside auditorium this even- 
ing during the Horlick-Richmond polo game. 
A section of the seats gave way and 200 men 
were thrown among the broken timbers.

Offer of the Traction Companies. |

whereby all the rights they claimed under the 
“ninety-nine year act” shall expire with 
any new franchises which may be granted 
at the end of ten or twenty years. 

“ During this period a suit be prosecuted to 
a conclusion in the highest courts to deter- 
mine whether the companies’ claims are 
valid. 

“If it is determined the claims are valid 


then the city when it takes over the other 


property of the companies shéll pay for the

Aldermen Give Their Answer. 
] To this the council committee on local 
transportation made this answer: 


“It is the unanimous opinion of the com- 


mittee that it stand on its suggestion made 
at the previous meeting—namely: that the 
‘ninety-nine year claim’ be taken up in 


connection with the consideration of com-. 


pensation and its value be determined now.”’ 
Col. Bliss was the spokesman for both 
companies in the debate before the commit- 
tee, but Mr. Govin and Mr. Auerbach took 
oecasion to express their approval of what 
he said at frequent intervals. He declared 
there had been so much popular misconcep- 
tion as to the position of the companies re- 
garding the “ ninety-nine year act "‘ that it 
seemed necessary to make the case plain. 


Bliss Explains Companies’ Stand. 

With that for an introduction, he launched 
into a long and careful statement of the 
last stand of the traction interests. As the 
companies understood it, he said, the desire 
of the city to secure a waiver of this act was 
based on the theory it would be necessary at 
some time for the municipality to acquire 
ownership of street railway properties, and 
in order to effect this all franchises must 
terminate at the same time. To help bring 
this about the companies were willing, the 
lawyer explained, to enter into an arrange- 
ment with the city which should be a part 


of any franchise extension ordinance which 


might be passed now, whereby not only all 
the existing franchises about the validity 
of which there is no dispute shall expire 
simultaneously with the new ones to be 
granted, but any remaining parts of the 
rights under “the ninety-nine year act” 
shall terminate at the same time. 

In consideration of agreeing to waive the 
remainder of the “ninety-nine year act’ 
claims at the end of the twenty years, Col. 
Bliss declared, that it must be agreed by the 
city that at the time it elects to purchase 
the tangible property of the companies under 
some form of appraisement to be agreed 


on, it must also purchase whatever value it . 


may then be determined exists in these 
claims. A waiver without consideration the 
stockholders would never consent to. 


Must Fix Value of Act. 


In order to get to this Col. Bliss argued 


that it would be necessary to determine first 
whether there is any value in these “ ninety- 
nine yea¥ claims.” The only way todo this, 
he held, was to determine first whether the 
act was valid. 

“‘ Now, the question ts, as I said the other 
day: What is a proper method of arriving 
at this?” he continued. “In all the discus- 
sion I have seen in the city council and in 
the public press, I never saw the idea ad- 
vanced with reference to this so-called 
waiver, that it was to co aught else than 
enable the city to take over this property at 
some particular time, and, as I have under-

JURY BRIBING. 


Horton Tells February Panel 
About a Man Who Is Said 
to Have Made $1,000. 


NAME STILL HELD SECRET 


Will Look at Story Further and 
if Facts Warrant Will Pre- 
sent [tin Criminal Court. 


The February grand jury, which was im- 
paneled by Judge Oliver H. Horton, may be 
ealled on to investigate the conduct of a 
former grand juror who is said to have made 
$1,000 by irregular work as a juror. After 
telling the jury of information that had come 
to him concerning the charge Judge Horton 
said he would investigate the matter further 
and that if the statute of limitations did not 
run against it would lay his findings before 
the grand jury. 

Whether the alleged irregularity occurred 
recently or before the days of the present 


jury commission the jurist had not ascer- | 


‘“dained last evening. 


Warning to the Jury. 


“I was informed a short time ago of a man 
who had made $1,000 out of his services as a 
grand juror,” said Judge Horton, to empha- 
size his caution to the jury to be guarded in 
conduct. ‘‘ lhope thatitis not so, but the 
character of my informant inclines me to the 
‘belief that is is.”’ 

Later the jurist said the matter which had 
come to him anonymously was afterwards 
brought to him directly by a friend, who 
warned him against a man whose name had 
Appeared in the published list of men drawn 
on @ grand jury venire. His friend informed 
him that the man had secured $1,000 for 
betraying the secrets of the grand jury 


room. 
Sold Secrets for $1,000. 


Under what circumstances the juror was 
approached, or in whose interests the money 
Was paid, the jurist professed not*to have 
been informed. In speaking of the incident 
Judge Horton said later: 

“My friends showed me a published list of 
men drawn for service on a recent grand 

' jury and, pointing to one name, told me that 
that man was not a proper man for a juror, 
as he had sold secrets of the jury for $1,000. 
1 know his name now. I do not know whether 
the man was finally accepted or not. I do 
mot know how long ago it was that he is 
Paid to have served asa juror. The matter 
was given to me in confidence, and without 
Ahe’ consent of my informant I shall not 
Make his name public. I shall investigate 
the m ‘er, and if it is sufficiently recent I 
will place it formally before the grand jury.” 

State’s Attorney Deneen was not at his 
igffice during the day, as he was ill froma 
cold, and Assistant State’s Attorneys Barnes 
‘and Sprogie declared their ignorance of the 
gncident to- which the jurist referred. Inthe 
#vent the jury should make un inquiry Mr. 
Sprogie said it was doubtful if anything 
would come of it, as there is no law which 
prevents any juror from telling of the evi- 
dence heard by a jury unless he betrayed the 
fact that an indictment was to be brought or 
told how a juror voted. 

“There are three things,” said Mr. Spro- 
gie, “for which a juror might be held ac- 
countable under the law for his actions as 
a juror. One is the giving of information 
when an indictment is about to be found for 
‘a felony or after it has been found and be- 
Tore it is publicly returned into’ court when 
“the defendant is not in custody or ‘under 
bonds. The others are the making public

Mention of Justice System. 


Judge Horton told the grand jyry that 
many defendants were held by justice courts 
on charges that might better have been dis- 
posed of by fines in the justice courts, and 
that in some cases the evidence would be 
found to be weak. He instructed the jurors 
that they should have no fear in discharging 
defendants through the medium of a “ no 
bill’’ in such cases.

. Council Praises the Chief. 

Asatribute of respect to Chief Swenie’s 
memory the city council adjourned last night 
after adopting resviuticns praising the dead 
fire chief as *‘the greatest fire marshal in 
the world.”

Many Mourn Dead Chief. 

The news of the old fire fighter’s death 
caused widespread sorrow and many were 
the stories recalled of his bravery and devo- 
tion to duty during the fifty years he served 
the city as a fireman. Chief Musham or- 
dered all engine houses draped in mourning 
as a tribute’ to the former chief and Mayor 
Harrison expressed deep regret when told 
of Swenie’s death. 

“Denis Swenie was a great fire fighter,”’ 
said the mayor. ‘‘ He accomplished more for 
his department than any other head of a de- 
partment ever did in Chicago. He dfd it by 
establishing a rigid discipline and the idea 
of a merit system before the merit system 
Was even seriously discussed by anybody. 
He ran his department on the meritorious 
work of its members, without regard for 
political considerations.’’ 

‘Chief Swenie was a model fire marshal,”’ 
Chief Musham said. ‘‘ He kept politics out 
of the department. He did the best he could 
for his men, and that was a good deal. He 
was a good, clean, honest man, and the fire- 
men were ready to follow him into the infer- 
nal regions, if necessary. If he had not 
tended so strictly to business he might have 
been alive today, but a man cannot get out 
of bed at any hour of the night and go 
to a fire for fifty years without feeling ig.”’ 

“He was the best in the business,” First 
Assistant Marshal Campion said. ‘‘ Old Chief 
Swenie was the limitasa fireman. As aman, 
as a citizen, and as a fireman we respected 
him. He was/born with a knowledge of how 
to fight fire and he kept on learning all of his 
life.’’

Arthur L. Williams, who has been looking 
for his sister from whom twenty years ago 
he was separated in the Chicago Orphan 
asylum, has found her—or at least is confi- 
dent that his search is at an end. 

Mrs. Allie Hills of Belvidere, Ill, lost a 
brother under the identical circumstances of 
the Williams separation, and rejoiced last 
night in the belief that she and her brother 
will soon be reunited. Each is convinced of 
the relationship. 

A few years ago a Chicago woman who 
formerly lived at Belvidere, Ill., wrote to 
Mr. Wiliiams, having noticed an advertise- 
ment in Tue TrIBUNS. She told him it was 
possible he might find the missing sister in 
Belvidere. She gave the same information to 
THe TRIBUNE. The result was that Mrs. 
Hills 4s now certain she has found her 
brother. 

Letter Convinces Mrs. Hills. 

She received f letter from him yesterday 
giving details of their child life, which she 
dimly remembers, and giving her further 
evidence that they are brother and sister. 
Last night she said the remembrance of her 
brother had faded until she did not know 
whether he was ever real or not, but that 
three years ago she discovered, through 
some accident, that she had a brother. She 
could learn nothing more. 

It is said at Belvidere that the little girl 
was taken from the asylum by a family 
named Bowley, with whom she lived up to 
the time of her marriage to Mr. Hills a 
year ago. 

Parted Twenty Years Ago.
